An Appeal from Your Forest Fire Warden 


In these days of constantly rising taxes and wages, any unneces- 
sary expense is an added burden on everyone’s pocketbook — yours 
and mine. Forest fires cost money and damage our valuable wood- 
lands. Lightning sets some forest fires, but we have no control of 
lightning. Children cause many fires. Ninety-eight percent of our 
forest fires result from human carelessness — our carelessness. This, 
we — you— and I can do something about. 


When we require you to obtain a permit for out-of-doors burning 
or forbid you to burn on days of high fire danger or set up regulations 
— hours, etc., governing the use of the town dump we are simply 
protecting yours and the town’s interests. 


The ever-present threat of forest fires is the concern of all of 
us; the responsibility for preventing them is ours and the costs of 
extinguishing are ours. We can do something about this problem, by 
being aware of and alert to the danger and by cooperating with your 
warden. 


Do the things that are required of you — 


1. Follow the warden’s directions. 

2. Secure the required burning permit. 

3. Keep your fires under control. 

4. Completely extinguish your fires before leaving them. 
5. See that your children are properly cautioned. 


Everyone will benefit by it.

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OUR TOWN — 1961-1962 


About six months before his death, Bill Cunningham, respected 
columnist of “The Boston Herald,” fiercely loyal patriot, and authori- 
tative chronicler of modern New England, reviewed with genuine 
sadness, in one of his pieces, the manner in which this region of the 
United States, the cradle of American liberty, is so thoughtlessly 
bartering its hallowed heritage for the brittle, shiny manifestations 
of modernity. And those of us who look about with discerning eye 
are inclined to agree with the thoughts of Mr. Cunningham, while 
at the same time admitting rather wearily and with no little nostalgia 
that progress, so called, must not be impeded in its headlong rush to 
heedlessly wipe out the past with all its deliberateness, its calm and 
patient integrity. 


For the sons and daughters of Eaton Town, however, and for 
all its adopted family, and for any passersby who hold respect for 
the manner of the thinking and of the doing of those who came 
before us, there exists for them a very tangible and graphic new link 
with the mores and customs of the past. 


This link is in the form of hundreds of documents and records 
that were moldering and gathering dust in the Town vault — some 
dated in the 1700’s — and that have been rescued from certain 
complete destruction because two of our neighbors cared enough to 
do something about them. 


Mr. and Mrs Keith Henney, long known in Eaton for their 
unselfish concern for the welfare of the town, chanced upon the 
disarray of papers and books piled helter-skelter on the floor of the 
old brick vault in Snowville. There had been a leak in the roof of 
the vault; most of us thought that whatever was contained therein 
was ruined, anyway, and nobody — except the Henneys — thought to 
determine just how much damage the water had actually done. The 
imagination of these two scholars was fired by the idea of what valu- 
able source material for the student might be hidden here, of what 
knowledge might be gained of the society, the economy and of the 
community government that possibly would be revealed, the detail of 
everyday living, all of which would make a flesh and blood, techni- 
color reality of the life that was led here in Eaton during the historical 
days of the Revolutionary and Civil War days. Since Eaton had 
been a representative town, so like other towns of those eras, the 
inference of what they possibly might. find could be translated into 
a reasonably clear reflection of life in the New Hampshire, if not the 
entire New England scene during those days of our forefathers. 


So Mr. and Mrs Henney dug and they lugged; out of the vault, 
ever so carefully so as not to tear a single page nor blot or smear 
a single word, if possible, of this wealth of communication with the 
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years behind, so painstakingly written down in detail — out of the 
vault, into the car; out of the car, into their home, until the floors 
and the furniture of nearly every room were covered with the material. 
Then the meticulous and finicky job of handling, reading and sorting 
each flimsy piece, straining eyes to decipher the faded, unfamiliar 
phrases which spoke so meaningfully of how food — and drink! — 
were brought into the town, of who settled and bought what land, 
of who went off to the wars, of who was in charge of what activity 
in the community’s living, of who taught the children and under 
what circumstances, of how the poor and the destitute and the sick 
were cared for, of how people travelled, of how they met the de- 
mands of what for those days was the complexity of living. 


The job of correlating and filing all this material is a gigantic 
one, one which the Henneys have been already enthusiastically 
helped by their immediate neighbors, and one which, before it is 
done, will need the cooperation in some form or another of the entire 
community. The manner in which this cooperation may be extended 
and made tangible will be formally suggested at this Town Meeting. 


Meanwhile to two of our townspeople who quietly and effi- 
ciently assumed a responsibility which was not solely theirs, who 
lent their talents and their energies to the commonweal, who “stirred 
their stumps” when a dirty job needed to be done in our town, we 
owe a big debt of appreciation and gratitude. For in a confusing, 
frustrating, irritating time of orbital flights through the ionosphere, 
Mr. and Mrs. Keith Henney have brought back to us the basic values, 
the common sense of the times when the quiet of the night was 
disturbed no more than by the splash of a horse’s hoof in the rain 
puddle in front of the village store.
